Small-Pox. 


On January Ist, 1894, one patient from Chesterfield was under treatment in 
the Borough Hospital. Ten other cases occurred and all were taken to the 
Hospital ; the last one being admitted on July 25th, and discharged on September 
19th, since when the Hospital has been empty. There were no deaths. 


The staff left on December 10th, and a caretaker was appointed. Six private 
houses and the Workhouse were invaded by the disease. All cages except one were 
traced to infection. from outside Districts. |

According to the returns of the vaccination officer, the number of unvaccinated 
infants in 1892 was 12:2, in 1893 was 17:1, and in first six months of 1894 was 
29-02 per cent of the births. 


Other Zymotic Diseases. 


The remarkably low Zymotic death-rate, 1:3 per 1000, is due to the small 
number of deaths from Diarrhea, viz. 8, as compared with 44 in 1893. This seems 
to be due to the wet and mild summer. In June, July and August, 1893, 38 deaths 
were recorded, while this year there were only 2 in the corresponding three mouths.

The other Zymotic Diseases call for no special comment, the number of deat 


being much below the average. While, therefore, we can congratulate ourselves on 


the favourable meteorological conditions which have low ered our Zymotic death-rate, 
it must not be forgotten that the insanitary conditions still exist, and are only 


slowly being removed, which are fayou ‘able to a high death-rate in these districts, 


especially among the poorer classes.

On December 31st, 1893, seven Patients were under treatment in the 
Temporary Small-pox Hospital, of whom one belonged to Chesterfield. The 
tables show the number admitted each month from the different authorities, the

The great value of the Hospital in conjunction with vaccination, in 
preventing the spread of the disease is well understood and thoroughly appreciated 


by the Town Council, and we were fortunate in having a staff who worked with 
conspicuous devotion to their duty. 
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House-to-House Inspection. 


In accordance with the wishes of the Health Committee, and I may add, in 
agreement with the duties prescribed by the Local Government Board, a house-to- 
house inspection has been commenced. ‘Two areas, herein call the Low Pavement 
area and the Beetwell Street area, have been completed, and various courts and 
alleys in other parts of the town, whose insanitary state attracted our attention, 
have also been inspected. A record has been kept of every house inspected, 
containing details of the state of the house and the nuisances connected with it.

Housing Working Classes Act 1890. 


An attempt has been made during the year to deal with some of the many 
insanitary houses in the Borough, under part II. of the above Act. In compliance 
with the Act it is the duty of the Medical Officer of Health to report to the Health 
Committee any house unfit for human habitation. This was done at the com- 
mencement of the year, with the result that the names of the owners or agents were 
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(1) Regulations for Cowsheds, Dairies, and Milk shops, December 1st, 
1894. | 

(2) Paving of yards and open spaces in connection with dwelling-houses, 
September 29th, 1894. 

(3) Keeping water-closets supplied with sufficient water for flushing, 
September 29th, 1894. 

(4) Water-closets, earth-closets, privies, ash-pits, and cesspools in any 
building, September 29th, 1894. 


Sanitary Work. 


Mr. Wood, the Sanitary Inspector, supplies the following summary of work 
done. Since the issuing of the last report an office for the sanitary officials has 
been fitted up, and a boy-clerk provided. In consequence, the records can be 
properly kept, and the work more systematically attended to. 


A large proportion of the nuisances consist of defective ashpits, and no more 
important sanitary work can be undertaken, especially in the poorer neighbourhoods. 
The pye-laws introduced during the year enable us to deal more effectively with 
this class of nuisances, and it is hoped that the work of converting them, or 


removing them to a suitable distance from the houses, will be vigorously proceeaea 
with. 


In company with Mr. Emery, the chief constable, I have regularly inspected 
the common lodging houses. ‘Two of these were declared unfit for habitation, and 
have been demolished ; seven others have had notices to repair served on them, and 


are willing to comply. Several were found to be overcrowded, and have had the 
number of beds reduced. 


The meat stalls and slaughter-houses have been regularly inspected. The 
cowsheds are in a defective state, and now that regulations have been adopted, a 
thorough inspection will be made. The offensive trades proceeded against were 
two gut-cleaning places, and one hide and skin depot. The two former have been 
removed from the borough, and the latter to a more suitable and sanitary position.
